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Many people today equate knowing God with attending theological schools and mistakenly believe that a high 
level of theological education means knowing God well. However, the Bible makes it clear that true knowledge 
of God goes beyond formal education and that schooling does not determine one's knowledge of God. While 
theological schools can offer valuable insights into Scripture and provide tools for ministry, they are not the 
source of a deep, personal relationship with God. Knowing God is a spiritual experience, rooted in faith, 


humility, and a heart transformed by the Holy Spirit, rather than academic achievements. 


In today’s religious landscape, people tend to boast about their educational achievements, and some 
governments may authorize only those who attended theology schools for ministry. Similarly, some individuals 
hold those with theological education in the highest regard, even taking them as Spiritual fathers. However, the 
Bible clearly teaches that the path to knowing God is not dependent on human wisdom or academic 
qualifications. !saiah 35:8 says, "And a highway shall be there, and a way, and it shall be called the Way of 
Holiness; the unclean shall not pass over it, but it shall be for others: whoever walks the road, although a fool, 
shall not go astray”. This verse reassures us that even those who may lack formal education will not miss the 
way to God if they walk in faith and humility. The path to God is not complex or reserved for the intellectually 


elite; it is accessible to all who seek Him with a sincere heart. 


Moreover, Jesus Himself emphasized the value of humility and childlike faith in knowing God. In Luke 10:21, 
Jesus rejoices and says, "/ thank You, Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that You have hidden these things 
from the wise and prudent and revealed them to babes. Even so, Father, for so it seemed good in Your sight". 
This passage highlights that God has chosen to reveal the mysteries of His Kingdom to those who approach 


Him with humility and simplicity, rather than those who rely on their intellectual prowess. 


The most educated and knowledgeable people often find themselves opposing God, filled with arrogance and 
pride in their understanding of religious texts. This was true of the Pharisees in Jesus’ time, who, despite their 
deep knowledge of the Scriptures, failed to recognize the Messiah standing before them. Paul warns in 1 
Corinthians 8:1 that "knowledge puffs up, but love builds up". A person can be well-versed in the Bible and yet 


miss the heart of God if they lack humility and love. 


Hebrews 8:10 provides a profound insight into the nature of the New Covenant, where God says, "This is the 
covenant !| will make with the house of Israel after that time, declares the Lord. | will put my laws in their minds 
and write them on their hearts. | will be their God, and they will be my people". Unlike the Old Covenant, where 
adherence to God's law was external, requiring memorization and ritual, the New Covenant promises an 
internal transformation. The Holy Spirit indwells believers, guiding and teaching them from within, ensuring that 


knowing God is not dependent on external forms of education but on a personal relationship with Him. 


It is important to acknowledge that while formal theological education can provide useful tools and knowledge, 
it is not synonymous with knowing God. Education can help us understand the historical context of the Bible, 
learn original languages, and develop critical thinking skills, all of which are beneficial. However, the essence of 
knowing God lies in a heart that seeks Him earnestly and is open to His Spirit. The apostle Paul, who was highly 
educated, considered all his learning as loss compared to the surpassing worth of knowing Christ: "But 


whatever were gains to me |! now consider loss for the sake of Christ" (Philippians 3:7, CSB). 


Furthermore, God's revelation is not restricted to those with academic credentials. Throughout the Bible, God 
has revealed Himself to ordinary people—fishermen, shepherds, tax collectors, and others who had no formal 
religious training. The disciples of Jesus were mostly uneducated men, yet they turned the world upside down 
with their knowledge of God, gained not from schools but from walking with Jesus and being filled with the 


Holy Spirit. 


In conclusion, knowing God is not confined to the walls of a theological school. It is a matter of the heart, a 
Spiritual journey where the Holy Spirit plays the central role. Formal education can complement this journey, 
but it cannot replace the work of the Holy Spirit in leading us into a deep, personal relationship with God. As 
believers, we must remember that God desires a humble heart more than an educated mind and that He 
reveals Himself to those who seek Him earnestly, regardless of their academic background. We should not 
boast about our academic achievements, lest we perish with arrogance, as pride can lead us away from the 


true essence of knowing God. 


It's also crucial to recognize that many Bible and Theological schools are established by organizations like the 
luminati, which aim to bring deception with the goal of destroying the Christian faith. Such institutions might 
prioritize academic knowledge over spiritual growth, potentially leading believers astray. Let us, therefore, 
pursue God with humility and faith, trusting that He will guide us into all truth through His Spirit, who indwells 
us. Instead of relying solely on academic credibility, we must lean on our personal relationship with God and 


the transformation brought by the Holy Spirit. 
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
